Roy Wilkins, executive secretary of the NAACP, in 
his weekly column, “Along This Way” in the Amsterdam 
News, the week of July 28, under the caption “The Mar- 
Shall Seandal” warned the Democratic Party of the po- 
litical blunder they are committing in delaying the con- 
firmation of Judge Thurgood Marshall. 

Wilkins laments the prolonged delay on the Senate

As expected, the New Jersey 
Governor came in for some 
scathing criticism from South 
Carolina. In Columbia, the cap- 
ital, State Attorney General Dan- 
iel R. McLeod declared: 

“I never heard of such a 
precedure. The power to parole 
prisoners of this state is vest- 
ed in this state. Owings is a 
fugitive, an escapee.”

Get Improved Service

Most people have no idea that the Veterans 
Administration is larger than U. $. Steel, General | 
Electric, or most industrial giants and big gov- ' 
ernment agencies, 

But to our 170,000 employees the challenge 
of efficiently running a big business for 22 mil- 
lion veterans and their dependents makes up for | 
the lack of fanfare. 

This challenge includes operating 170 hos- | 
pitals, administering the nation’s third largest | 
ordinary life insurance enterprise, disbursing $3.5 
billion annually in compensation and : pension 
payments to approximately five m rrr 

million ex-servicemen or their 
widows and orphans, and assist- 
ing veterans with more than 

150,000 home loans each year. 

VA’s stabilizing influence on 
the national economy was dra- 
matically illustrated early in 
1961. President Kennedy called 
for accelerated payment of the 
$250 million regular yearly divi- 
dend to VA GI insurance policy- 
holders. VA responded by dis- 
bursing it in six weeks. 

Primarily, this money was a 
return to veterans of part of GI 
insurance premiums not needed 
because veterans were living 
longer than had been anticipated 
in the actuary tables. 

t The increasing age of veterans 

leads to a major problem. Vet- 

_ erans have reached the age where 
they require an increasing 
amount of hospitalization. More 
than 500,000 go into VA hos- 
pitals each year. Three times as 

i many are treated in VA’s 91 
outpatient clinics. 

To accommodate this increas- 
| ing responsibility, VA is mod- 
ernizing its permanent hospital 


general medical and surgical fa- 
cilities. This has resulted in a 
great measure from VA medical 
research in improved drug ther- 
apy for tuberculosis, 

Training provided World War 
II and Korea veterans has helped 
more than 11 million veterans 
obtain better jobs. Gains in in- | 
come taxes on increased earn- | 
ings more than pay the cost of | 
the GI training programs. 

The Department of Veterans | 
Benefits administers vocational 
rehabilitation and education, GI 
loans, guardianship, and com- 
pensation and pension payments 
through 67 regional offices in the 
50 states, Washington, D. C., | 
the Philippines and Puerto Rico, 
While the education program is 
nearing completion, the GI loan 
program currently is increasing 
in volume of business. VA esti- 
mates more than 168,000 GI 
loans will be closed during 1962, 
25% above the previous year. | 
The guatdianship program su- | 
pervises estates of some 400,000 
minors and incompetents valued | 
at $700 million. 

VA employs 170,000 profes- 


sional, white collar and blue col- | 


time, VA, largely through im- 
proved hospital management, is 
treating more patients with 
about the same facilities. In 
1961, VA hospitals treated 28,- 
000 more patients than in 1960, 
and will treat 30,000 more in 
1962 than in 1961. This gain 
is equivalent to operation of nine 
500-bed hospitals. 

Increased hospital utilization 
is partly due to a decline in tu- 
berculosis and the conversion of 
11 VA tuberculosis hospitals to 


VA's full-time employees are 
Negroes, In this area, and in 
the employment of the physi- | 
cally handicapped, VA leads all 
Federal employers. 

VA uses efficient tools of man- | 
agement, including automatic 
data processing. Although diffi- 
culty was encountered in con- 
verting VA’s large insurance and 
benefits payment, the problems 
have been solved.

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What Englewood, New Jersey 
needs is a specialist in human 
relations to cure its giant com- 
munity belly ache — the result 
of growing pains. 

Everyone is hoping Engle- 
wood will find a painless cure 
for its community ill (more 
formally known as the fight 
for integration), but nobody 
doubts that it won’t be pain- 
fully achieved. Few cures of 
bias, tense race relations and 
suspicious of malicious segre- 
gation are painless. 

Now that Englewood’s “fam- 
ily fight” has been shoved into 
the glare of ‘publicity and 
spokesman for both sides have 
been making headline-grabbing 
statements, this quiet, staid com- 
munities battle for integration 
is attracting attention both home 
and abroad. This is a source of 
embarrassment for many of its 
resident for living in this fabu- 
lously wealthy town are many 
citizens who took great pride 
in being considered “liberals”. 
We won’t name “names, here, 
but with all that’s been going 
on, these citizens have remained 
silent — and we'll respect their 
right of privacy in this matter. 

One can understand the 
Englewood situation better by 
realizing that a short two 
decades ago it was almost 
possible to count the Negro 
families who lived here on 
two hands. In those days it 
was an accepted fact that they 
lived in one or two sections 
of town where they had lived 
for years and where they 
were expected to live for their 
remaining years. It seemed as 
though the Negroes and the 
town in general were in com- 
plete agreement on this point. 

However, few folk except 
profiteering realtors were aware 
that the post war building boom 
would bring havoc and chaos 
into the midst of their happy 
little community. _ 

The early 50’s saw Negroes 
buying and building spacious 
new homes, first on hastily 
cleared land in and near the 
so-called Negro areas and then 
on the fringe of “all white” 
neighborhoods. The building 
boom continued to spiral be- 
yond expectation and soon 
Negroes were invading the 
lily-white sections and had ex- 
panded as far as Englewood

Heights, a hitherto section 
where the only Negroes who 
ventured therein were dom- 
estics, 

One of the reasons Engle- 
wood had remained ultra sube 
urban was the absence of big in- 
dustrial factories and the like. 
A few light industries operate 
on the outskirts of town, but by 
and large residents enjoyed liv- 
ing here and working e]sewhere. 
So a great many of the town 
people (who live in the shadow 
of Englewood Heights), are con- 
sidered middle-class. This term 
also applied to the majority of 
Negroes. 

But when the opporunity to 
buy new houses in a commu- 
nity almost completely free of 
slums and ghettos presented 
itself, colored citizens from 
New York and urban New 
Jersey cities flocked to Engle- 
wood. They took their re- 
sponsibilities of good citizen< 
ship seriously and began An} 
take an active, avid inter 
in the municipal government 
and everything pertaining to 
their adopted community. 

This interest finally brought 
the now famous school segre- 
gation, situation into focus. It 
also uncovered what many con= 
sider a great deal of other com~< 
munity ills.’ 

However, I would venture 
to say that the present day un- 
rest and just dissatisfaction of 
Negro citizens had its begin- 
ning some ten years ago. At 
least that’s when I first notic- 
ed a stirring among the “lead- 
ers” in the Negro community. 
Englewood has always been 
a politically active community 
and it was a common prac- 
tice for Negroes to be included 
in all municipal, county and 
state campaigns. In those days 
it was almost a “must” to be 
a Republican in Bergen Coun- 
ty which is still one of the 
few outposts of. the Republi- 
can Party in New Jersey. 

Ministers and community 
leaders alike were eager to 
bring about many community 
changes and they made several 
attempts at using politics as the 
means to their end. They were 
no less militant than Atty. Paul 
Zuber, the NAACP and the Ur- 
ban League, but at. the time, 
they were outnumbered: by the 
white majority. One of their first 
community attacks was leveled 
against Lincoln School in the 
late 40’s and early 50's, but try
